In tbe Colonist of the 24th instant I note your 
mention about tbe Esquimau railway ' and 
think with you tbnt if tbe export interests 
were taken into consideration a little more 
than formerly, especially now that the Con- 
federation question is ijendint; a result, and a 
railway built through to .Vanaiino, a tliiiin 
which now sppeari a farce, merely on account 
of the Ciovernmeni's poverty, and which would 
•ost a mere trifle In comparison to tho wanid 
put in as nocdod (nr Victoria and other parts 
of the colony, then tho farming Uisiricia which 
lie between this town and Plaquimalt, now but 
sparsely populated, would soon be opened up, 
and in five years from now there would not lie 
a square foot of tillable land uncultivdted, 
should rail comndtitcatiPii be Oongiiiatatated 
within the next two. • ' ' I 

By referance to the Batimates I notice tho 
magnificmt sum of six hundred dollars for 
roads in this district. Although this is the 
yirj( sura of any kind that lius been voted for 
that object here, it is ao ridiculously small 
when coneidered with tho nmounts allowed 
tor some of tbe most insiRnilicant districts 
that it induces us to think .N'anaimo is a place 
of no imporlanco in tho Kiliinat[es]ion 
those who hold swuy over the colony's bept 
interests.
